It is said that the Policy holders who 
visited the lawyer are backed by other 
policy holders—representative men in this 
city—and that some action will de taken 
in a few days unless the trustees of the 
company make it plain they intend to go to 
the bottom of the disclosures,

Greensboro, N. C., Dea 1.—[Special.]—The wife of Dr. 
J. B. Mathews, a prominent physician, died tonight under 
most horrible circumstances, so horrible and extraordinary 
that Dr. Mathews was at once arrested and locked up 
charged with murdering the wonian. 

The woman expired after twelve hours of excruciating 
physical agony, made more intense by the fact that in her 
dying moments she began to suspect her husband's. minis- 
trations of strychnine and Morphine were made not for the 
purpose of curing but of killing her. 

Dr. Mathews does not deny that he gave the drugs to his 
wife, but insists his sole object was to alleviate the agony 
she was enduring. . : 

For Aours the stricken woman lay on her death bed, 
shrieking with pain and begging for help. The doctor- 
husband assuted her he was doing all that could be done, 
but the wife pleaded with him to call in other physiciana., 


This he refused to do. 


Finally, when he was absent from the room for a mo- 
ment, the dying woman called her 10 year old son to the bed- 
side and, barely able to speak, told him to run for another 


doctor.

The frightened boy slipped out of the house and, panting, 


woman was too far gone and they failed. 

Then the doctor stood by the bedside and watched the 
spark of life ebb slowly away.

Both Dr. Mathews and his wife are well a here and 
her dekth and the circumstances have caused the most in- 
tense indignation. 

Mathews was locked up, but declares he had no intention 
of taking his wife's life. 


The specter of death cured them of their wandering fan- 
cies. They asked forgiveness of one another and yesterday 
they were married again. They had been husband and wife 
for thirty-eight years and had parted last May without ex- 
actly knowing why 

Mrs. Belinda J. Mulvey hardly had time to tell about it 
in her house at 361 Thirty-sixth street. Charles Mulvey lay 
critically ill in the house and she was all the time listening 
for his voice as she talked. 

Mulvey is 80 years old and is president of the Mulvey Iron 
Manufacturing company, 16 Jefferson street. With his wife 
he came to Chicago thirty years ago.

litical strike. The ordinary strike is one 
created by the workingman as against his 
master. The politica] strike means an arbi- 
trary, absolute order by the committee of 


trades, occupations, and callings of the coun- 
try to stop work. Its object is by paralyzing 
thee entire industrial arteries of the country 
simultaneously to force the government into 
obeying the demands of the Workmen's al- 
ance, 

To accomplish its ends the Workmen's alli- 
ance has worked out a combination so terri- 
fying that the world may well stand aghast 
at it In fact, the Workmen's alliance stops 
at nothing in its plan of campaign when it 
comes into action. Its political Strike is noth- 
ing less than to prevent life being livable. 
It calls upon the employés of railroads and 
of factories, electricians, engineers, printers, 
telepicnists, clerks, waiters, tramway and 
omnibus conductors, even droshky drivers, 
and others to throw ap work and to lie idle, 


Boycott on Vodka. 

To further coerce the government, already 
severely hit by the stoppage of the railroads, 
which belong to it, the Workman's alliance 
enjoins the beycott of vodka, one of the 
richest scurces of the reverues of the em- 
pire. In the Narva district that boycott 
is complete, so also in the Markoff and Sara- 
toff governments. It is being organized in 
St. Petersburg. The government meets and 
wonders what to do. It dare not try force. 

In, St. Petersburg it claims to have two- 
thi of the soldiers on its side and also 
that 240 officers in the capital have given 
assurance that they will not stir a hand 
against the populace. 

On this matter of the loyalty of the army 
depends every thing. Today it is the sole 
protection the representatives of law and 
order have against anarchy. and chaos. 
Should it fail, then, indeed, all would seem to 


have been lost, but even if the soldiers prove 


faithful and march against the people, the 
latter, according to the statement of a com- 
mitteeman of the alliance, are armed and 
fire will be met by fire, force by force. 


NO PLOT TO KILL CZAR? 
[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE. ] 

LONDON, Dec. 2, 8 a. m.—There is no 
truth whatever in the rumo-s of an attempt 
upon the life of the czar, says the St. Peters- 
burg correspondent of the Times. The in- 
subordination of the troops which led to their 
arrest arose, he says, from their not being 
allowed to march against the revolutienists. 

According to one version of the reported 
attempt on the life of the czar, an unnamed 
grandduke, aiming to constitute himself a 
dictator, engineered the plot and attempted | 
its execution, in which the czar was wounded, 

It is hardly necessary to say that the ru- 
mors cannot be confirmed, nor is it prob- 
able that anything will be learned of the | 
affair so long as there are sufficient loyal 
troops to maintain the present isclation of 
the court which is - nearly as complete as if 
it were in the moon. Nevertheless, the ar- 
rests that have been made and the partial 
admissions of officials are regarded as prov- 
ing that there have been serious occurrances 


no longer existent. 

The great preponderance of troops now in 
the St. Petersburg district are Cossacks, who 
have little in common with the mass of Rus- 
sians, and whose devotion to the czar has 
yet not even been suspected as the reason for 
the plan to mobilize them. 


Financial Disaster Imminent. 

There are no less grave possib lities in the 
reports of a financial panic and a drain of 
gold from Russia which is causing hints that 
unless the government is able to raise the 
money it may be compelled to omit the pay- 
ment of the interest on the state debt due in 
January. 

All kinds of rumors are prevalent and 
panic is assuming an absurd as well as 
dangerous form. The extreme fress ee 
have frightened the lower and middle class 
investors, who are making a run on the sav- 
ings banks. The outflow of gold from Russia 
continues, while the influx is ins gni. cant 
by comparison. This fact and the s; stematic 
endeavors avowedly being made by certain 
sections of the revolutionisis to ruin Russia 
economically may cause most serious results 
in the future which will take years to 
remedy. 

The panic is whglly disproportionate to the 
real condition of things, although the out- 
look is distinctly unpromising. The only 
remedy is ready money. The cnly way of 
getting gold without encroaching on the re- 
serve is a foreign loan or heavy exports. 
The government thus far has heroically and 
successfully upheld the rate of exchange to 
the manifest advantage of foreign investors.

Bulgaria in Defiant Mood. 

SOFIA, Bulgaria, Dec. 1—The Bulgarian 
foreign minister today made a verbal reply 
to the note presented by Austria and Russia, 
supported by other powers, warning the 
governments of the Balkan states to observe 
meuUtrality during the naval demonstration 
against Turkey. 

The minister expressed surprise that the 
powers should resort to such an admonition 
to Bulgaria, which, he said, had invariably 
taken a correct position. He said that the 
existing conditions in European Turkey 
would continue so long as the Ottoman gov- 
ernment connived with the Greeks’ in the 
persistent persecution of the Bulgarian pop- 
ulation. If the persecutions provoked an 


‘outbreak or led to a massacre, the minister 


said, the Bulgarian government would re- 
pudiate all responsibility for the conse- 
quences, because it would be impossible to 
resist the pressure resulting from popular 
excitement due to sympathy for the Bulga- 
rians in Turkey. 


Will Take Two More Islands. 

ATHENS, Dec. 1.—A Russian torpedo boat 
destroyer arrived here today. Its command- 
er said that the Turkish governor of the is- 
land of Myteline yesterday presented to Vice 
Admiral Ritter von Jedina, commander of 
the international fleet, an official dispatch 
from Constantinople in which it was stated 
that the porte would accept the proposals of 
the powers for the financial control of Macé- 
donia with modifications. Admiral von Jed- 
ina replied that if by Sunday at midday the 
porte had not definitely accepted the de- 
mands the International. fleet. would occu- 
py the islands of Lemnos and Imbros. 


Wrong Time for Ultimatum. 


CONSTANTINOPLE, Nov. 29.—[ Delayed. ] 
—*The powers could not have chosen a 
worse time than the present for their plti- 
matum,” says a diplomat. “ The sultan and 
his ministers are this week engaged in listen- 
ing to fanatical discourses by the mullahs, 
who dwell on the past greatness of the 
caliphs in a manner which undoubtedly Im- 
presses their audience with the impossibility, 
certainly with the undesitability of. yielding 
to the powers.

Capt. Chamberlain 
reported that at 10 o’cléck yesterday, when | 
twelve miles east of Michigan island, he ran 
into a mass of wreckage, consisting of chairs, 
etanchions, the top of a cabin, and other 
débris. Floating in the t of it were life 
preservers marked 8. S. Ira H. Owen.“ 

The last seen of the Owen was when it was 
sighted about -forty miles off Outer tsland, 
of the Apostle group, by the steamer H. B. 
Nye when the storm was at its height on 
Tuesday. The Owen was then blowing dis- 
tress signals and seemed to be in a bad 
way. The Nye had all it could do to keep 
afloat, and could not respond to the signals. 
Then the snow set in again, shutting the 
disabled boat out from view. When a i4ull 
came, two hours afterward, the vessel had 
disappeared. 

The Owen was built at Cleveland in 1887, 
and had always been considered especially 
stanch and seaworthy. It was insured for 
$100,000. 

Panic in Marine Circles. 

Continved ‘reports of disasters. to the 
stanchest ships on the lakes in the great 
storm of the beginhing of the week have 
caused a panic in marine circles. Yesterdiy 
was a day of the greatest anxiety among 
marine men, underwriters, and the families 
of men who salled in lake ships.

Leod in his own defense testified that he did 
not dismember the body of the chorus girl. 
He denied that he had ever had any connec- 
tion with the Mrs. Dr. Bishop offices, 
where the illegal operation is alleged to have 
been perfomed and swore that he never had 
been inside the Winthrop street house where 
the girl died until summoned to perform an 
operation to save Aiss Geary’s life. 

According to Dr. McLeod's testimony he 
was called to the Winthrop street house by 
Dr. John H. Pettee, who a few days ago 
testifled that he was summoned there by 
Dr. McLeod. He testified that his only con- 
nection with the case was the performing 
of an operation known as laparotemy, the 
only hope, he claimed, of saving the woman’s 
life.

Ont. When the steamer struck a great hole | 
twenty-five feet long was torn in the hull. 
The steamer at once sank until it was under 
water from the pilot house tothestern. The 
crew, which consisted of twenty-one men, 
thought that their ship was going to the bot- 
tom in deep water, and leaped off to the rocks 
alongside. Some were without clothes, so 
sudden was the panic. There, for forty-eight 
hours, with the thermometer far below zero 
and without food, the shipwrecked crew 
could only find a shelter of broken branches. 
At last the waves died out so that the crew, 
could return to the partially sunken ship. 
where thirteen secured a lifeboat and were 
later picked up by the steamer Sylvania. 
The rest of the crew were taken off ithe wreck 
by a tug. 

Had .it not been for Indian fishermen on 
South Fox island, Lake Michigan, it would 
have fared badly with the crew of nineteen 
men aboard the steel steamer Vega. When 
their ship struck the east shore of the island 
in the dense snow storm Tuesday morning 
the steamer broke in two, the two parts be- 
ing separated by twenty feet. The Indians 
saw the plight of those on board and succeed- 
ed in getting thenjall to shore in safety.

Defrauded Government Out of 


Postage; Induced Deposit of 
Funds by Misrepresentation. 


St. Louls, Mo., Dec. 1—[Special.}—E. G. 
Lewis, one of the most spectacular finan- 
lers ot the country, was indicted by the 
federal grand jury on the charge of traud 
and conspiracy to defraud the government. 

Lewis has been a startling figure in St. 
Louis finance. He startéd the People’s 
United States bank a year ago without cap- 

Ital. In six months people in the United 
States and even abrcad purchased more than 
$2,000,000 worth of the stock, sending thelr 
money to him in perfect confidence. 

Hle is the owner of two magazines, one hav- 
ing a circulation of 500,000 and the other 


141,000. 


Dreamed of Vast Projects. 
Lewis had vast financial and political am- 
bition. He prejected great enterprises. He 
borrowed excessively from his own bank, 


$346,000 at another. 

He organized the University Heights Realty 
‘and Development company and spent 5350, 
000 upon it, loaning it $346,163 more from 
the bank’s funds. He had many other 
projects. 

Then came the crash. Last July the post- 
office department issued a fraud order 
“against his bank, and the bank itself was 
thrown into the hands of à receiver. 

Four postoffice inspectors were set to 
work, and they worked for months upon the 
ease. Three days ago the grand jury met 
and heard their evidence, with the testimony 
of three employés of the magazine published 
by Lewis. His indictment came today. With 
him were indicted F. J. Cavot and William 
. Miller, closely identified with his projects. 


Features of the Indictment. 

The fth@ictment concerning the operation 
of the bank sets forth that promises were 
made that for every doliar invested Lewis 
‘would put up a like amount out of his own 
means: that the affairs of the bank would be 
conducted by a committee of fifteen direc- 
tors of St. Louis banks; that the money 
would be invested only in government bonds, 
and that no portion of the funds would be 
loaned to Lewis or to any of the directors of

Lewis incorporated the People’s United 
Stats bank on Nov. 14, 1904, with a capital 
Biock opt $1,000,000. The capital stock was 
increased on March 15, 1005, to $2,500,000, of 
K hich $2,000,000 was paid in. 

Lewis began advertising the bank in the 
February, 1904, edition of the Woman's 
Magazine, urging people to buy stock in the 
bank... He made lavish promises of big prof- 
its: Eis scheme was for the bank to secure 
Gepositors all over the United States, the 

To the de- 
he issued certificates ranging from 
5 upWard, which he asserted would pass as 
legal tender anywhere in the United States. 

The fraud order was issued against the 
Lewis bank on July 9, 1905, Postmaster Gen- 
eral Cortelyou making the followingt com- 
ment: ° : 

Lewis represented that he would sub- 
gcribe-to the capital stock a dollar for every 
dollar subscribed by all others, so that he 
Would own half of the capital stock. Later 
he represented that he had pledged his en- 


tire fortune in this banking enterprise. The 


fuspectors found that Mr. Lewis had not 
' eobperated to the extent of a single dollar, 
although the bank had a paid up capital of 
People Subscribe $2,289,043. 
March 15, 1005, Lewis bad received for 
shares in the bank $2,289,043.61, and had ac- 
ebunzeg to the bank in an amount not ex- 
ceeding $2,204,904. 
Inis showed that every cent of the $2,000, - 
990 capital stock which has been paid in was 
oS oe out of subscription money received by 
Jewis from the public and that none of his 
own money had been invested in the enter- 
rise. This was found to be the fact, al- 
though Mr. Lewis had stated in writing to the 
inspectors that $495.750 of the .$500.000 paid 
imat the original incorporation of the bank 
Were his personal funds. Subsequently at 
the hearing before the assistant attorney 
@eneral Mr. Lewis admitted that that money 
was received by him from the people and 
Was not his own.

JOSEPH MARCHINO CLEARS MYS5- 
TERY OF ALEXANDRO MURDER. 


Confesses to Police That He Shot Car- 
penter Because Latter Had At- 
tempted to Win His Wife Away 
from Him—Describes How He Sat 
in Window with a Rifle Waiting for 
Vittim to Pass the House—Similar 
Deeds Still Unsolved. 


shot to death as he was passing a little Italian 
church at Illinois and Orleans streets early 
yesterday morning, was killed by Joseph 
Marchino, 55 Illinofs street, who accused him 
of making love to his wife. 

The frequent recurrence of murders of a 
similar nature, none of which previously had 
been solved by the police, @aused Inspector 
Lavin to begin an investigation on the theory 
that. Alexandro’s death was in some manner 
connected with the murder of four other 
Italians in the Little Hell district within 
a month. A search was being made for a 
man who attempted to take the murdered 
carpen er's life a year ago when Marchino 
confessed. There aiso was mucu vague and 
sensational talk about the “ black hand.“ 
lexandro, until a few months ago, livedat 
Marchino’s house, and it was while there, ac- 
cording to Marchino, that he attempted to 
win the love of his wife. After spending 
Thanksgiving evening feasting in à saloon 
at Illinois and Orleans streets Alexandro 
left Marchino and his wife apparently on 
friendly terms. 


Sits at Window with Rifle. 
Marchino: however, harbored jealous feel- 
ings against his former boarder, and, ac- 
cording to the confession made last evening, 
he at once went home and loaded his old 
rifle and seated himself at the front window 
of his flat, awaiting the appearance of Alex- 
andro. 

Hours passed and the husband kept up 
his vigil at the window, rifle in hand. His 
wife went to bed and the lights were ex- 
tinguished, the woman knowing nothing of 
his intentions. * 

As the first rays of the sun lighted up the 
squalid surroundings of the Italian settle- 
ment Alexandro made his appearance in the 
street. Marchino shouldered his rifle and 
waited. As the man passed through the 
street in front of the little church, the rifie 
was raised and a shot fired. Alexandro feil 
to the ground dead and Marchino returned 
to bed and went to sleep, 


Confession Clears the Mystery. 

A few hours later he was found in bed, 
sleeping soundly. His weapon stood in the 
corner of the room and the act seemed to 
have been forgotten. ’ 

Marchino was arrested by the police of the 
Chicago Avenue station shortly after the 
finding of Alexandro’s body, the police hav- 
ing been told that the men had quarreled 
over Alexandre’s attentions to Mrs. 
Marchino. Marchino confessed that he had 
quarreled with the murdered man the night 
before his death, but Until he made the 
written confession he maintained that he had 
not shot him. It was not until late in the 
evening, after he had been visited by R. I. 
Gavin, a lawyer, that the police credited 
the story that he had killed the Italian. 

The death of Alexandro was the fifth Ital- 
lan murder in the Little Hell settlement, 
and but for Marachino’s confession might 
have remained unsolved, as have the other 
four. The record of unsolved murders among 
Italians in Chicago in the last three years is 
twenty-three

GAR KILLS AGED WOMAN, 


MRS. P. W. COOK IS CRUSHED TO

New York, Dec. 2.— [Special. I- The objec- 
tion of E. H. Harriman tothe purchase of the 
Cincinnati, Hamilton and Dayton railroad 
by the Erie from J, P. Morgan and company 
was responsible for the cancellation of the 
deal. The whole transaction was carried out 
while Mr. Harriman was in Japan and with- 
out his knowledge or consent, 

Mr. Harriman in recent years has become 
an important factor in the Erie, and his 
holdings: are said to be nearly as large as 
those of Mr. Morgan himself. When Mr. 
Harriman returned from Japan several 
weeks ago he immediately bégan an investi- 
gation of the Cincinnati, Hamilton and Day- 
ton deal, and discoveries which he made are 
said to be primarily responsible for the more 
thorough investigation which revealed to 
President Underwood and to Mr. Morgan the 
extent to which they had been deceived. 


Not Wholly Spontaneous. 

It is stated, upon the highest authority, 
that the cancellation of the deal by Mr. 
Morgan was by no means so spontaneous and 
magnanimous as was at first made to ap- 
pear. On the contrary, it was only decided 
upon after a series of stormy conferences 
held at J. P. Morgan’s office and at the 
country home of W. K. Vanderbil:, at Oak- 
dale, L. I., between representatives of E. H. 
Harriman, J. P. Morgan & Co., and H. B. 
Hollins & Co. 

It is said Mr. Harriman objected to the 
Cincinnati, Hamilton and Dayton purchase 
by the Erie, not only because of the mis- 
representations that had been made but be- 
cause the entire transaction, in his opinion, 
Was illegal. The Morgan board of directors 
on their own authority carried eut the entire 
deal. No meeting of the stockholders was 
ever catied to ratify their action. 


Tilegal Action Alleged. 
Mr. Harriman also pointed out, according 


to the story current in Wall street today, that 
the use of the convertible bonds to the extent 


of $12,000,000 was also illegal, as these bonds 
were part of an issue authorised in 1908 for 
improvements solely. 

All these representations having been 
brought to Mr. Morgari's attention, he decided 
on Wednesday to abandon the deal and take 
back the property. 

There were several heated sessions today 
among Eugene Zimmerman, H. B. Hollins, 
J. P. Morgan, and the other parties to the 
remarkable transaction. Francis Lynde 
Stetson, Mr. Morgan's personal counsel, was 
present at several of those conferences. At 
times an interested crowd watched the con- 
ferences silhouetted on the windows on the 
Broad street side of the Morgah banking 
house. 


Morgan Denies Bunko. 


The following correspondence, in whieh 
Mr. Morgan denies he was bunkoed, sheds 
light on the situation: 

New York, Dec. 1.—J. Pierpont Morgan, Esq.— 
My Dear Mr. Morgan: Certain newspapers, in 
commenting on the matter of the C., H. & D 
railway deal and the failure of the Erie to acquire 
the property, have suggested or stated that in 
the purchase’ of the property by you my firm, 
acting for the owners. had done or omitted to 
do something which improperly or unfairly in- 
fluenced you to make the purchase, and that you 
have so stated.

President Rau, after his resignation in 
Madden’s favor, explained that there was no 
special Significance in the move. He said that 
the task of managing his awn local union, 
tue steamfitters, required all of his time. 
Madden refused to discuss his elevation to 
power. He is business agent of the Junior 
Steamfitters’ union, which he organized ten 
years ago. 

Open Shop for Glass Works. 

Following a walkout of nearly 700 glass 
workers who refused to accept terms of- 
fered by their employers, the United Glass 
Manufacturers’ association met yesterday 
afternoon at the Sherman house and decided 
to maintain open shops hereafter. Twen- 
ty-five factories are affected. 

The association took a positive stand 
against restriction of output, sympathetic 
strikes, boycotts, and arbitration of strikes. 
It declared its determination to have full 
discretion to designate employés whom it 
considers competent to perform the work 
and to determine the conditions under which 
that work shall be performed. 

The trouble in the glass factories started 
over an attempt of the employés to restrict

WAN GONE: HOUSE A TRAP. 


HOBART OFFICIALS HAVE NARROW 
ESCAPE FROM DEATH. 


Go to Dwelling of John A. Thompson, 
an Eccentric Bachelor, to Investi- 
gate His Mysterious Disappearance 
—Find Fuse Connected with Pile of 
Dynamite and Front Door—Powder 
and Heavy Weights Designed to 
Kill Intruders Found in Rooms. 


Startling events, which have followed tha 
mysterious disappearance of John A. Thomp- 
son, a wealthy but eccentric Swede, have 
arouséd the village of Hobart, Ind., to a 
state of high excitement. When Marshal 
Fred Busse and Trustee Alvin Wilde yes- 
terday went to Thompson's bachelor house 
on the outskirts of Lake station, they had 
narrow escapes from being blown up by 
dynamite. 
A Lake station woman, named Helen 
Fritche, held a mortgage on the Thompson 
house, which he declined to satisfy. Last 
eek she determined to foreclose and noti- 
fied her agent, Charles Seydel. Seydel met 
Thompson in Hobart and told him of Mrs. 
Fritche’s determination. Thompson re- 
marked: Well, there will be a hot welcome 
for you when you come.“ For over a week 
Thompson had not been seen and his house 
was closed and the blinds drawn. 

Wilde and Marshal Busse went to the farm- 
house to investigate. Both officials were gf 
the opinion that Thompson had killed him- 
self. 

Busse was about to break in the front 

oor. when, he says, he was seized with an 
intuition to get away from the door. Going 
to a side window the men climbed cautiously 
Into the house. They were unable to find 
a trace of Thompson, however, but in the 
hall leading to the front door was found a 
pile of dynamite, of which there was several 
pounds. It was connected with the front 
door by a wire fuse to an electric battery so 
that an intruder would have exploded)the 
mass of explosive. 

Black powder was strewn in every room in 
the house and wires led from the front door 
to the explosive in all directions. Over 
every door from the outside in both house 
and barn were suspended heavy weights, de- 
signed to fall if the door was opened. 


SUICIDES DUE TO DESPONDENCY 


Two Men and One Woman Kill Them- 
selves Because of Worry of Their 
Failing Health. 


Philip Rosenzweig, a widower, 5 years old. 
254 West Fourteenth street, committed sul- 
cide yesterday by inhaling illuminating gas 
after he had written a brief note to his 
brother instructing him to erect a monument 
over his grave. He had become despondent 
because of failing health. 

For a similar reason Mrs. Mary McDon- 
nell, 28 years old, 5 Whiting street, suffo- 
cated herself with gas in the kitchen of her 
residence. She was found dead by her hus- 
band, Michael McDonnell, a laborer. 

Despondent because of Ill health, Edward 
Stang, 26 years old, 4561 Gross avenue, ended 
his Ufe with carbolic acid, which he swal- 
lowed in the saloon of William Kalapas, 
4558 Laflin street. 

While despondent over domestic troubles 
Mrs. Mary Peterson, 36 years old, 894 North

| Conference to Precede Formal Dec- 


laration; Trusts to Deneen 
for Chicago. 


Springfield, III., Dec. 1.—[Special.]—For- 
mer Gov. Yates will be a candidate for Shelby 
M. Cullom’s seat in the United States senate, 

Although the official announcement of the 
candidacy of the former executive has not 
been made, yet a conference with a number 
of his supporters from all over the state 
has been arranged. An official announce- 
ment will be forthcoming within the next 
two weeks, 

Yates’ plan of campaign already has been 
outlined and, it is expected will be pushed 
vigorously. It will include a speechmaking 
tour of the entire state outside of Cook 
county, where the Deneen organization will 
be depended upon to deliver the votes from 
the metropolis, 


Doesn’t Want Big Petition. 

It is said that no organization will be 
formed by former Gov. Yates. Neither will 
he attempt to secure a mammoth petition, 
such as is in course of preparation by ad- 
herents of Senater Cyllom. Instead he will 
devote his time to interesting voters of the 
state in his cause with the hcpe of securing 
a majority of the popular vote in the primary 
election on April 27 of next year. 

The candidate is now preparing letters to 
be sent to some 300 friends, calling them to 
attend a series of conferences to be held 
in this city next week. A conference will be 
held each day from Monday until Friday 
with about fifty in attendance ateach. The 
conferees will consist of central and south- 
ern Illinois party leaders. 


To Move Headquarters Here. 

On Saturday of next week the former 
governor will remove his headquarters to 
Chicago, where he will meet prominent party 
workers from the northern portion of the 
state. 

Friends and supporters of Mr. Yates derive: 
much encouragement from the recent con- 
ference of Deneen supporters in the city of 
Chicago, in which it was agreed to stand 
together, and in the possibility of a split 
between Senator Cullom and Senator Hop- 
kins over the matter of federal patronage 
in Cook county.

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GEOLOGIST EXPLAINS HIS THEORY 
OF PLANETS’ ORIGIN. 


Prot. Thomas C. Chamberlin, at Meet~- 
ing of Central Association of Sei- 
ence and Mathematics Teachers, At- 
tacks the Nebular Hypothesis of La- 
place—Declares the Earth and Oth- 
er Globes in the Heavens Never 
Were Molten nn

In an address at the 3 session of 
the annual meeting of the Central Asso 
tion of Science and Mathematics Teachers 
yesterday in the auditorium of the Young 
Men's Christian Association building, Prof. 
Thomas Chrowder Chamberlin of the Uni- 
versity of Chicago outlined his recently an- 
nounced “ accretion theory of the earth’s 
origin, which, if accepted by scientists, will 
overthrow the so-called “ nebular hypothe- 
sis" and do away with most of the ideas 
commonly held as to the origin of the earth 
and the other planets. — 

Prof. Chamberlin, who is ene of the fore- 
most geologists in the United States, has 
been working since 1896 at his theory, which 
will be given to the public in the second 
volume of hig work on. geology, which is to 
be published in January. Sclentists all over 
the world have watched Prof. Chamberlin’, 
work with the keenest interest. 


Attacks Laplace Theory. 
According to the “nebular hypothesis,” 
or Laplace theory, which has been held for 
over a century, the earth and the other 
planets originally were masses of molten 
matter thrown off from the sun by its 
whirling motion and gradually cooled to 
their. present condition. This theory Prof. 
Chamberlin attacks on the assumption 
that the sun never had a whirling velocity 

sufficient to throw off such bodles. 

The mechanics of the solar system don’t 
work right,” he said. “ Every body has 4 
momentum which is constant as long as its 
size does not change. To throw off Neptune 
the sun would have to have a mo- 
mentum 200 times as great as it has now, 
and to throw off the earth one 1,800 times 
as great. Another difficulty with the old 
theory is that according to it all the satel- 
lites of a body should be revolving in the 
same direction. A ninth satellite of Saturn 
has been recently discovered, and it ig going 
the wrong way!“ 


Collision of Two Suns. 


Prof. Chamberlin’s theory is that a dis- 
turbance was caused in our sun by the near 
approach of, or collision with, some other 
sun, which drew off projections of nebulous 
matter from our sun and gave them a ro- 
tary motion by its own attraction as it 
passed, These particles of matter then 
gradually gathered «together to form the 
planets. 

The internal heat of the earth, says Prof. 
Chamberlin, developed by compression as 
the body grew. The theory that the moon 
once had an atmosphere, he asserts, must 
also be given up. 

J have made reports on the progress of 
my work at different times,“ Prof. Cham- 
berlin said to a TRIBUNE reporter, “ when 
societies such as the one that met today 
have urged me to, but in general I have 
tried to hold back my theory. It is one that 
demands a great deal of time and care to 
work out. Yes, the activity of radium, which 
has been discovered recently, may enter into 
the matter, but I have not gone into that 
very far as vet.“ 


Meeting Will Close Today. 


The meeting of the association is attended 
by 500 teachers of science and mathematics 
from the central states. Besides Prof. 
Chamberlin’s address, addresses were made 
by President Otis W. Caldwell, Walter M. 
Wood, director of educational work iw the 
Chicago Y. M. C. A., and Ernest A. Stir- 
ling of the United States department of for- 
estry. Mr. Stirling urged forestry study 
in the public schools.

This plan is largely the work of Howard

tion’s plan for summarily c present 
era of holdups and murder, 

“Inasmuch as the arrests in Chicago 
amount to about 70,000 a year, and the num- 
ber bound over to the Criminal court has 
remained at about 3.000,“ declares the fed- 
eration's report, it is obvious that punish- 
ment to fit the crime 4s by no Means a cer 
tainty in Cook gounty. 

Plans to Punish Criminals. 

It is suggested that the city establisha 
legal bureau for its police department 
appofnt three or four good criminal lawyers 
in charge. Let the police report each morn- | 
ing all the arrests of the day before, These 
attorneys would not rely upon the police to 
prepare the case, but would take charge of it 
themselves. With the aid of less than a dosen 
detectives they could collect all the evidence 
and appear in the justice court to prosecute. 
In this manner a complete case would be 
ready for the grand jury and no guilty crim- 
inal, once arrested, could hope to escape be- 
fore his case had been fully investigated.” 

**I shall be glad to r anything the civic 
federation has to su gt,“ said Chief of Po- 
lice Collins: This department is not per- 
fect by a good deal.” 

City to Have Mounted Police. 


It is expected to be more perfect ina a 


few weeks, however, when its long cherished 
dream of having mounted policemen is real- 
ized. The council finance committee in the 
afternoon listened to Chief Collins’ pleas ior 
more men and for a mounted squad and voted 
favorably on both questiéns. They will be 
provided in a few weeks. 

Two mounted policemen will be assigned 
te every police precinct to uo scouting duty 
whenever hécessary, look after peddlers 
and the traffic, and keep a sharp lookout for 
thieves and criminals. 

In addition to these, fifty mounted police- 
men will be assigned to the congested down- 
town district to untangle the traffic, arrest 
obstinate teamsters, and keep things moving, 
Assist¢ng them during the Christmas season 
will be an extra detail of tighty men assigned 
to the middle of the blocks to keep tue dense 
lines of vehicles moving steadily.

A TRESPASSING CORPORATION. 
The United States Steel corporation is 
about to erect a large plant im Indiana, just 


outside of Chicago. The Iron Trade Re- 


view quotes one of the high officials of the 
company to the effect that “the disposition of 


the location of industries in Indiana in 
every reasonable way.“ The trade paper 
goes on to comment on the conduct of II- 
linois officials. It says the Chicago authori- 
ties stopped the IIlinois Steel company fill- 
ing up the lake adjacent to its plant and 
thus made extensions impossible, except 
at an enormous expense for land.“ The pa- 
per admits that the loca! officials may pos- 
sibly have been actuated by good motives, 
but asserts that they have shown “ how itis 
possible to drive a great industry from a 
city, or at least prevent its expansion.“ 

This portrays accurately corporate con- 
tempt for property rights other than its own. 
The submerged lands which the Illinois 
Steel company encroached on and converted 
to its own uses were not without an owner. 
They were the property of the state of IIli- 
nols. The steel company cannot have been 
ignorant of that. Yet it entered upon the 
lands in question without asking permission 
of the state and without offering compen- 
sation. .When detected imits encroachments 
and ordered to cease them it does not have 
the grace to apologize or to offer to pay rent 
for the land it has taken. 

All it does is to complain of the illiberal 
poliey of Illinois officials which interferes 
with the expansion of “a great industry 
by compelling it to pay for land needed to en- 


large its plant, instead of allowing it to ap- 


propriate land which is the property of the 
public. Neither state nor city officials can 
lawfully pursue a different policy. “ There 
be water thieves and land thieves,” and it 
is their duty to protect the public against 
both. 

It becomes the duty now of the state au- 
thorities to ascertain exactly how much land 
the steel company has made, and charge an 
adequate rental for it. If it shall refuse to 
pay it will have to be evicted like any other 
delinquent: tenant.

A Popular Program. 

The-. Thomas orchestra gave its first “ pop- 
ular” concert this season yesterday after- 
noon in Orchestra hall. Mr. Stock had ar- 
ranged a program which was in the truest 
and best sense popular. It contained selec- 
tions all of which were of the lighter grade 
of orchestral music, several of which were 
either actual or comparative novelties, and 
none of which- were wanting in qualities 
which make instant appeal. 

Two of the numbers were movements from 
symphonies, but they were movements one 
of which—the Largo from the Dvorak New 
World "—is firmly established in popular 
favor and the  other—the Allegretto 
Scherzando from Svendsen's first symphony 
Is of a bright. brilliant character, which 
lends it immediate power to attract. Two 
overtures—the “‘ Merry Wives of Windsor” of 
Nicolai, and the Mignon of Thomas—were 
given place in the list. and stood as able 
representatives of a class of music which 


deserves occasional place on the programs | 


of an educational organization such as is 
the Thomas orchestra. The Vieuxtemps 
“Fantasia Appassionata brought forward 
as soloist one of the admired members of the 
orchestra, the Tschalkowsky 1812 served 
to end the concert in a stormy, brilliant 
fashion, and as novelties there were offered 
a Valse de Concert by Duvivier. aA Ber- 
ceuse by Jarnefelt, and an Irish Rhapsody 
by Stanford. It was a program enjoyable. 
interesting, and effective, and the audience 
which filled Orchestra hall to capacity re- 
ceived it with every manifestation of ap- 


proval,

Of the three novelties the Stanford Rhapso- 
dy is the largest and the most pretentious. 
It is built upon thematic material pro- 
nouncedly@ Irish in character, and the har- 
monic treatment is in many instances of a 
kind calculated to accentuate this strongly 
national cast. The themes impress as pe- 
culiar when first heard. but as they become 
familiar through repetition they grow at- 
tractive, and the use the composer has made 
of them compels admiration. The work 1 
scored in effective. skillful manner. and the 
composition in its entirety worthily repre- 
sents a man who, although not one of the 
most impressive and original figures in the 
musical world of the present time. neverthe- 
less has made for himself a place high in the 
esteem and honor of his own nation, and 18 
one of the ablest and best qualified musicians 
and composers in Great Britain today. Sir 
Charles Stanford stands for considerable in 
British music, and the opportunity to hear 
one of his latest and ablest works thus per- 
formed in virtually perfect style was most 
welcome. 

The Valse de Concert by Mr. Duvivier is not 
one of the most ambitious creations of our 
resident composer.

The development of the naval training sta- 
tion on the great lakes is considered the 
more necessary in view of the growth of the 
enlfsted personnel in the navy. Secretary 

parte will ask congress to authorize 
the enlisting of 3,000 more nien, and it is 
probable that authority will be sought to 
secure additional apprentices. It is from ap- 
prentices that the best petty and warrant 
officers are secured, and they are eligibie 
for promotion to the rank of ensigns.

The army bill is based upon the conclusion 
that the cavalry is too numerous and should 
be cut down.

There 
are fifteen regiments of cavalry and it 18 
proposed to reduce the number to ten, which 
will make a good nucleus for an enlarged 
arm should war come.

Notable Books of rr Sort 84 1905. 


( Ku ba 
HE year 1905 has been rich in what is 
to me one of the most interesting forms 
of literature — biography, autobiog- 
raphy, reminiscences, letters, and 
books that are contemporary history 
from an intimate and personal point of view. 
Publishers are learning by experience that 
there is a large audience for this class of 
literature, and they are proving it by paying 
much higher prices for such books than they 
pay for fiction. To go back a few years no 
publisher ever paid for the serial rights of a 
novel, no matter who the author, as much 
as the Century company paid for the serial 
rights of the Hay-Nicolay Life of Lincoln.” 
It is generally supposed that the price paid 
for the serial rights to this notable con- 
tribution to history was $50,000. The fact 
has often been stated and never denied by 
the Century company. Without any posi- 
tive knowledge, I am quite confident that 
the price paid by Mr. McClure for Carl 
Schurz’s recollections, just begun in Mo- 
Clure’s Magazine, was every penny of the 
amount paid Messrs, Hay and Nicolay. This 
for serial rights alone—book rights in both 
instances was a separate matter. The price 
paid for the “ Autobiography of Joseph Jef- 
ferson,”” which made its first appearance in 
the columns of the Century Magazine, would 
have been a fortune for a person of modest 
demands. 


Editors and publishers, fully realizing the 
hold that books of this class have upon the 
public, are always on the outlook for them, 
and we have had more during the year just 
past than in any previous year that I can 
recollect. Except Mrs. Wharton’s The 
House of Mirth,” I doubt if Scribner's Ma ga- 
zine ever published a serial that attracted 
more attention than the Waddington letters, 
which they followed up by more Wadding- 
ton letters. And now the editor announces 
the Recollections "’ of the late George Ban- 
croft, who was not only a historian and man 
of letters but who was a statesman ag well. 

Harper’s Magazine has gone in more for flo- 
tion than for memoirs, and depends upon 
Mrs. Humphry Ward to increase its circu- 
lation rather than upon writers of blography. 
The Atlantio Monthly has made a specialty 
of biographical and autobiographical papers, 
and with success, Col Higginson’s delightful 
“ Recollections " have particularly appealed 
to its readers, while the recently discovered 
diaries of Thoreau have added largely to the 
interest of its pages. We have long looked 
to the Atlantic Monthly for contributions of 
this sort, and for a time it had the exclusive 
field in this direction, but other editors have 
awakened to the large audience that loves 
such reading, and have rivaled the Atlantic, 
not in the literary interest of its biographical 
material, but in the wider importance of it. 
Even the new Appleton’s Booklover’s Maga- 
zine has awakened to the situation, and 
has published no more interesting papers 
than the “ Journal of Benjamin Henry La- 
trobe,“ with its curious, old fashioned illus- 
trations. To quote more personal proof ot the 
interest in this class of literature I may say 
that The Critic never published a more suc- 
cessful serial than the late Laurence Hut- 
ton’s recollections of his literary life. 


To run back over the literary year I may 
mention a few of the more important books 
of biography and reminiscence. Early inthe 
year came THD ITALIAN LETTERS OF 
A DIPLOMAT’S WIFE,” by Mme. Wad- 
dington, which, while perhaps it did not have 
all the interest of the Letters,“ was never- 
theless a most delightful book. The same 
week that gave us the “Italian letters“ 
gave us Mrs. Chestnut's “A DIARY FROM 
DIXIE,” which was filled with interesting 
gossip and anecdote of the early "60s. This 
was followed by the most important auto- 
biography of the year—* THE REMINIS- 
CENCES OF ANDREW D. WHITE.” 
Though published in two large volumes there 
was not a page of this book that one cared 
to skip. Every line was packed with interest. 
From the day he was born until the present 
day Mr. White seems to have been in the 
thick of things, and, being a man of letters 
as well as a man of affairs, he knew how to 
write of them as few mere statesmen can 
write. A great part of Mr. White's life as 
a diplomatist was spent aj the court of Rus- 
sia, and what he has to say about that much 
discussed country is of timely and vital in- 
terest. 

Close upon the heels of Mr. White's remi- 
niscences came two more volumes of Sir 
Mountstuart E. Grant Duff’s “ DIARY.” 
This diary extended from New Tear's day 
in 1851; when he had just taken his degree 
at Oxford, to fifty years later, January, 
1901, when King Edward VII. came to the 
throne, His two volumes, as is the case with 
their predecessors, are packed with anec-

dotes of men and women of letters and 
statesmen with whom he was on terms of 
closest intimacy. 

A week or so later “ TALKS IN A LI- 
BRARY WITH LAURENCE HUTTON” 
appeared. This was a small book and in 
its way unique It is an intimate talk with 
a man who, while not a great literary light, 
was an agreeable writer, a charming con- 
versationalist, and the friend of every writer 
and every actor of his day whom it was 
worth while to know. © 

Mr. Carnegie’s “LIFE OF JAMES 
WATT,” which came early in the spring of 
the present year, was written at the suggee- 
tion of his publishers, which suggestion 
he declined when they first made it; but 
thinking the matter over it took possession 
of him. “ Why shouldn’t I write the life 
of the maker of the steam engine out of 
which I have made my fortune?’ he said to 
himself; and as he could find no good reason 
why he should not, he sat down and wrote. 
The book is not only interesting for the 
portrait it paints of James Watt hut for 
the glimpses it gives us of Mr. Carnegie’s 
own character, 


George Jacob Holyoake, who wrote oft B- 
GONES WORTH REMEMBERING,” is not 
as well known in this country as he is in 
England. There, having for sixty years led 
the life of an agitator, im his old age he 
reviewed the past for the entertainment of 
himself and friends, among whom in Amer- 
ica were Wendell Phillips, Lloyd Garrison, 
James Russell Lowell, and other men who 
were engaged at that time in the anti-slavery 
crusade. In England he not only knew agi- 
tators but he knew mem and women of letters 
and statesmen, and the lover of autobiogra- 
phies who misses reading Mr. Holyoake’s 
book misses a rare treat. 

Katherine B. Johnson, who introduces us 
to “WILLIAM BODHAM DONNBE AND HIS 
FRIENDS,“ deserves our gratitude. Donne 
was as little known to me and other good 
Americans as Mr. Holyoake. But he was 
not only known but loved by such English 
men of letters as Tennyson, Carlyle, Thack- 
eray, and Browning. Fanny Kemble was 
also one of his intimates, and his letters te 
and from her are among the most interesting 
in the book. 

If you were to put the question to vote 
among music lovers, you would find that 
the LETTERS OF RICHAd&w WAGNER 
TO MATHILDE WBHRSENDONCK ” was the 
most notable book of the year. Nothing 
more intimate, nothing that takes us into 
closer relation with Wagner, was ever writ- 
ten, even by himself, tham these letters. 
They form a wonderful story—the story of 
a Ute that was the inspiration of some of 
the greatest music that ever was written. 

Another southern writer was heard from in 


| the early fall—“A SOUTHERN GIRL IN 


61 —the girl in the case being Mrs. D. 
Giraud Wright, who was a Miss Wigfall. 
Mrs. Wright's recollections cover a period 
of five years, which includes the beginning 
and the end of the civil war. Her father 
was a United States senator, and during 
her life at Washington she met many of the 
men who, if not at that time soon after it, 
were making history. 

A most delightful book in its way is ON 
TWO CONTINENTS,” by Mrs. Marie Han- 
sen Taylor, the widow of Bayard Tayior, 
poet, traveler, and diplomatist. Mra Tay- 
lor’s recollections cover the period of Amer- 
ican lMterary history with which I am most 
familiar, and I naturally found them of un- 
usual interest. 

In a literary way the most important Eng- 
lish biography of the year is Mr. E. v. Lucas’ 
“LIFE OF CHARLES AND MARY 
LAMB.” While Mr. Lucas has given us 
nothing new, he has collected all the old, and 
welded it together with his own gifted pen. 
Without doubt this is the definitive life of the 
Lambs, for Mr. Lucas has left no nook or 
cranny unsearched, and hag left nothing for 
any other biographer to say; and certainly no 
other biographer could say anything as well. 
Not only has Mr. Lucas brought together all 
the facts and anecdotes in Lamb’s life, to- 


published, and some, if they have been pub- 
lished, are virtually new, for they have been 
published in out of the way places. 


The volume devoted to Mrs. Fitzherbert 
and George IV. certainly comes under the 
head of biography, and a most important ond 
it is; for in this book is proved beyond a 
doubt that George IV. and the beautiful 
Maria Fitzherbert were as legally wedded as 
though they had been plain George Smith 
and Maria Jones.

the athletic side of student life, and that the con- 
ference is of the.opinion that not more than 50 
cents should be charg for any seat, whether 
reserved or not, and that a less charge should be 
made whenever possible. 

Barton Condemns High Prices. 

Prof. H. J. Barton of Illinois introduced 
the resolution. He is enthusiastic over the 
movement and believes the high * 
charged will undermine athletics if con- 
tinued. 

“ Receipts from the big football games 

have been so large and have increased so 
much in the last eight years that unless 
something is done to check the evil athletics 
may soon become more important than the 
colleges themselves in the public eye,“ he 
declared. We view with alarm the tre- 
mendous amount of money recetved from 
football and deplore the magnitude which 
the receipts give to athletics. 
It makes a college aristocrat of the stu- 
dent who is fortunate enough to make the 
football team and leads to hero worship of 
the best players of the game. All this has a 
bad effect on the stydent himself and cer- 
tain other athletic games. The resolution 
will be sent to all the colleges in the con- 
ference and the authorities of the various 
institutions are expected to take the neces- 
sary steps to abate the evil. 


Will Define a College. 

The Schulte, Boone, and Dunlap cases were 
not reopened, but in order to avoid friction 
resulting from similar cases in the future a 
committee was appointed to draw up a clearly 
worded definition of what constitutes a col- 
lege from an athletic viewpoint. The recom- 
mendation was made by President Waldo in 
his report, the definition to be presented to 
the conference at its next meeting in June, 
1906. The conference decided that the 
Schulte, Boone, and Dunlap cases were closed 
incidents. 

Freshmen will be prevented from participa- 
tion in athletics for another season. The new 
rule was found to be a success. Prof. T. 8. 
Adams of Wisconsin urged that the rule be 
made to cover the entire athletic year and 
put his idea in the form of a resolution, but 
the proposition was voted down. 


Evanston Gets Conference Meet. 
Northwestern got the conference track 
meet. The annual track and field games 
will be held on the new athletic field in 
Evanston. Prof. Stagg put in a bid for the 
meet, but as it has been held on Marshall 
field every season since the conference asso- 
ciation was organized, Northwestern was 
given the preference. The meet will be held 
according to the usual custom on the nrst 
Saturday in June. 

The question of brutality tn football was 
considered, but there was littie discussion 
of the evil, and the matter was dropped with- 
out any action on the subject. Prof. Jones 
declared after the meeting adjourned that 
the members of the conference did not con- 
sider themselves powerful enough to deal 
with the question. 

An attempt was made to do away with the 
rule prohibiting summer baseball, but the 
sentiment was decidedly against such a move 
and the rule was allowed to stand. In this 
connection the case of George F. Byer, the 
former University of Illinois baseball star, 
was reviewed. After much discussion the 
player was reinstated. Byer was suspen ed 
two years ago for alleged participation in a 
professional game.

Organize Basketball League. 


An intercollegiate basketball league, in 
which six and possibly seven big nine 
colleges will be represented, was formed yes- 
terday at a meeting of representatives of the 
universities held at the Victoria hotel. The 
league will be composed of the Universities 
of Chicago, Northwestern, Minnesota, Iili- 
nois, Wisconsin, Purdue, and possibly Iowa.

This official 
will be a paid expert. 

Conference rules regarding the eligibility

ception, it was said, was made because the 
time of year at which it was necessary to 
start the schedule is so near the end of the 
first semester of the college year. Under 
the present freshman rule the man who 
matriculates in the fall cannot represent his 
college in athletics until the second semester

lines, Though Final Gains Are 
Small—Conflicting Foreign Crop 
Advice, Higher Cash Premiums in 
the Southwest, and Light Receipts 
Are Price Factors—-Export Demand 
for Corn Better—Provisions Break. 


There was more evidence of strength in the 
wheat market most of the session than was 
apparent from the closing prices, which were 
only ue higher than on Wednesday. 

The speculative trade was not heavy, and 
the range was moderate, May selling from 
ie below the previous close to de above it. 
But there were several buiges to 88%c; the 
top point, and the market had a habit of go- 
ing up more easily than it went down, of ral- 
lying on any appearance of support, and 
working off stubbornly under, selling press- 


ure. 

Local traders had a hard time of it, going 
out of their wheat on breaks as a rule, only 
to find it quietly absorbed by commission de- 


bulges. 

There was selling 45 on the Mberal Ar- 
gentine shipments of 2,328,000 bu, reports of 
good weather in that country and an advance 
of only dito %d In Liverpool, much less than 
the gain made here on Wednesday. Private 
cables reporting an advance of 1%@1%c in 
the price of wheat in Berlin and of like in 
the price of rye, a gain attributed both to 
unfavorable weather in Europe and to dis- 
quieting reports from Russia, and another 
drop in the price of Russian securities, fur- 
nished the first influence which drove pit 
shorts to cover. 

A reaction from the high point of the day 
to the low point on cammission selling was 
followed by another rally on the domestic 
cash situation, higher premiums being paid 
at Minneapolis and No. 2 red winter r 
Ie higher at Kansas er. with a good m 
ing demand. 

Deliveries Are Small.

LOAN RATE HURTS SPOGKS | 


DEPRESSION IN MARKET FOLLOWS 
STIFFER INTEREST CHARGES. 


Statement of Regular Express Trans- 
fers of Currency Shows Balance in 
Favor of Wall Street, but Movement 
to Interior Points Through Suab- 
treasury More than Offsets the Gain 
—Russian News Has More d Wl 
than at Any Time. 


{BY A SPECIAL CORRESPONDENT.) 

NEW YORK, Dec. 1.—{Special.}—The 
condition of the money market had a de- 
pressing effect on stock today. Loans of all 
kinds were marked up, and for sixty day 
loans a commission was exacted in addition 
to the 0 per cent rate which amounted to a 
premium above that rate. The statement of 
the regular express movement of currency 
furnished by the banks ,which covers only 
five days this week, indicates a balance in 
favor of this center. But the heavy trans- 
fers to interior points through the sub- 
treasury and the losses to that institution 
on routine operations are large enough to 
more than offset the gain on the regular 
express movement.

The Russian situation was of more influ- 
ence today than at any time during the dis- 
turbances in that country, even during the 
period of military reverses in the Japan 
war.

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CORONER’S JURY FINDS DEATH 
. WAS RESULT OF ACCIDENT.

ing Many Witnesses Testify That 
Victim Shot Himself Unintentional- 
ly While Examining an Automatic 
Revolver—Physicians Tell of Na- 
ture of Wound—Father Is Excused 
from Appearing, but Sends AMidavit

Doubly assured by every witness who was 
called before them, and by Coroner Hoff- 
man, that there wae no reason whatever 
for believing that Marshal) Field Jr. came 
to hie death by another means than that 
of accidental shooting by his own hand, a 
coroner's jury yesterday brought in a ver- 
dict to that effect. 

Those who were called as witnesses were 
the three physicians, Drs. Frank Billings, 
Wilber Post, and Arthur Dean Bevan, and 
Robert H. Harvey, who attended mr. Field; 
Frederick Lowe, butler; and Miss Georgi- 
anna, a nurse, who were called immediately 
after the shooting; James Simpson, assist- 
ant manager of Marshall Field & Co.; and 
Stanley Field. Marshal) Field was excused 
from appeafing, but an affidavit, the sub. 
stance of which was as follows, was read 
to the jury: 

His family relations were happy. I do not know 
of my own knowledge the immediate cause of his 
death nor any of the circumstances of the shoot- 
ing, which resulted in his death. 


Coroner Tells of Rumors. 


At the close of the testimony Coroner Hoff- 
man spoke to the jurors and sald: 

“I desire to make a statement for the 
protection of my office and for the sake of 
the family and friende of Mr. Field. Be- 
cause of hig position, his wealth, and his 
prominence many superfiuous rumors have 
been circulated as to how this shooting 
occurred. I say superfiuous, because, al- 
though they came from many sources, I 
have been unable to find any foundation 
for them. Since the day of the shooting I 
have spent days and nights hunting down 
the rumors and have found that there was 
no cause for their circulation. I have been 
assisted by one of my best deputies and 
every report has been run down and proved 
false. 

“I merely have hunted down these ru- 
mors as I would in the case of any man, 
but I have found that they were without 
foundation.” 


Verdict Returned Quickly. 


The jury was out but a few moments be- 
fore it reached a verdict, and summoned Cor- 
oner Hoffman to assist in preparing the form. 
It was as follows: 

We find that Marshal! Field Jr. came to his death 
from paralysis of the boweis following a bullet 
wound in the seventh intercostal space, about four 
inches to the left of the median line, and from the 
testimony presented find that the said paralysis 
resulted from a bullet wound accidentally inflicted 
by @ revolver held in the hand of the deceased at 
his home, 1910 Prairie avenue. 

Lowe, the butler, testified to his being called 
to the room, in which Mr. Field lay, and of 
his subsequent summoning of Miss Penfield 
and the physicians. All of these witnesses 
told of the wounded man's repeated words: 
“Isn't there any hope? Can't you do any- 
thing for me:!“ 

Dr. Harvey was the only one who heard him 
say anything about the manner of the shodt- 
ing, and testified that he said: Isn't there 
any hope? I don’t see how this happened.“ 


Jury Views Automatic Revolver. 


The automatic revolver, from which the 
bullet that caused his death was fired, was 
introduced in evidence, and Lowe testified 
that he found it lying on the couch at Mr. 
Field's left side. Neither he nor Miss Pen- 
field heard the shot fired. 

The physicians testified as to the char- 
acter of the wound, describing it in ine terms 
used in the verdict, and all ot them joined 
in refuting the possibility of suicide or mur- 
der. Dr. Billings especially argued that all 
circumstances pointed to an accident.
